As the result of conferences between SCAP Sections and the Ministries of 
Welfare and Finance, the following plan has been approved to alleviate the problem 
of late arrival of Public Assistance funds in cities, towns anc villages, It must 
be noted, however, thet this plan cannot go into effect until formal approval, by 
the Piet, of the budget for this fiscal year, At present the Piet is approving the 
_budget on a month by month basis only, and funds will necessarily continue to 
arrive late.

Control of traffic should include roping off strategic arets during fires 
and other calamities so as to give Fire Departments anc other authorized cisaster 
relief agencies full opportunity to conduct their relief activities with the 
minimum of interference, 


Military Government Officers shoulc cetermine through their normal surveil- 
lance of Japanese Tisaster Plans that such steps as are necessary be taken to 
insure that adequate traffic control measures ere included in prefectural dis-

The plan of cistribution of pyrethrum emulsion for the 1948 season, for use 
in insect control, has been formulated by the Ministry of Welfare, A total of 
382,800 gallons will be made available, packaged in 50-gellon drums. This emul- 
sion is to be diluted 30 times, making a total of 11,484,000 gallons of finished 
insecticide. The allocations are listed below. The quantities to be shipped to 
each prefecture were basec on calculations by the Ministry of Yelfeare on a popu- 
lation basis, modified to meet es nearly as possible the incivicual requirements 
as submitted by the prefectures. :

An interesting example of an investigation which points to the need of such 
a provision in the law, is the case of a Nisei with cual citizenship who has been 
addicted to narcotics since 1942, 


This person, who ceveloped & high tolerance to narcotic injections of 
Morphine , on three occasions tried voluntary cures at institutions, ranging from 
25 cays on the first occasion to 15 anc 10 deys on the following occasions, The 
successively shorter periods show the futility of voluntary treatment of an 
addict who has lost the power of self control. 


Of three licensed physicians apprehended during the course of this investi- 
getion for supplying the adciet with narcotics, the investigation cisclosed that 
one physicien has been a narcotic addict since 1913.

Epidemic of Infectious Diarrhoea 


Investigations in Niigata, Saitama and Gumma prefectures have brought to 
light an epidemic of infectious diarrnea, etiology not yet firmly established, 
which began in January and has extended into May with new cases anc foci still 
developing. Bacteriological findings, for the most part negative for pathogens, 
have been inconclusive. Presumptive evicence indicates a virus as the causative 
agent in the Niigate area, studies ave still underway. Since the period of ill- 
hess is in most instances brief, it nas been cifficult to obtain sufficient fresh 
material, vomitus and stools, for study. For satisfactory virus stucy the fresh 
material shoule be immediately frozen with salted ice, or cry ice, with complete 
bacteriological studies performed on samples of the same material prior to freez- 
ing. In the Séitama-Gumma-Tochigi area the cultures cistributec for fiel¢c rocent 
exterminetion have been suspected and their further use for such purpose has been 
orcered Ciscontinued, Salmonella typhi murii was cultured from one human case of 
infectious diarrhea with symptoms apparently typical of this epicemic. 


Initial reporting has been generally poor, Private physicians are usually 
/-aware of many more cases than are reported to health authorities through usual 
channels, and a house-to-house survey in an affected village ordinarily multiplies 
case=-numbers many fold. Funerals and weddings with their attendant feasts have 

in certain localities resulted in clusters of new cases. 


| | In ental. symptoms consist of a suéden onset of nausea, Ciarrhea and 
_ vomiting with little or no fever, from three to five cays following exposure. 
Stools are usually watery with no blood or mucous, tending to become green. The 
vomitus also becomes bile colored. Recovery in two or three days is the rule, 

_ but < number of ceaths have occurred among ol¢c people. All possible lcads should 
be ferteeed in obtaining complete epidemiological information, with inquiry to 

_ finding the extent of hitherto unreporteé illness, The term "infectious @iarrhea" 
_ has been adopted by Japanese health authorities as a provisional name for this 

_ epidemic illness.

DIGHST OF WHEKLY REPORT OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 
IN JaPaN FOR THe WERK ENDED. 8 May 1948 


During fis nineteenth week ended 8 Magy 1948, there were reported 13, 326 
cé&ses of communicable disease compared with 12,422 in the previous week, Only 
Yamanashi Prefecture (compared with four prefectures last week) failed to submit 
a report on the 12 acute communicable diseases. Only Niigata Prefecture (com= 
pared with two previously) did not report on tuberculosis, pane as measles, 
whooping cough and influenza. 


Nearly 94 percent (12,520) of all cases reported for the 17 diseases included 
in this report were due to tuberculosis, pnewmonia, measles, whooping cough and 
influenza. Tuberculosis tases (7,754) were nearly 16 percent higher than in the 
preceding week (6,691) but were 10 percent less than in the nineteenth week of 
1947 (8, 603). The current and cumulative case rates were 519.2 and 418,8 res- 
pectively. 


Pneumonia cases continued to decline, The current number (2,040) was 
approximately 14 percent less than previously (2,373). It was less than a third 
of the figure (6, 213) for the same week of 1947, The current and cumulative case
